AN  ACT  to  amend  an  Act  of  the  Second  Year  of  Her  present  Majesty,  for  providing 
for  the  Custody  of  certain  Monies  paid  in  pursuance  of  the  Standings  Orders  of 
either  House  of  Parliament  by  Subscribers  to  Works  or  Undertakings  to  be  effected 
under  the  Authority  of  Pariiament. 

WHEREAS  an  Act  was  passed  in  the  second  year  of  the  reign  of  Her  present  Majesty 
Queen  Victoria^  intituled,  **  An  Act  to  provide  for  the  Custody  of  certain  Monies  paid 
in  pursuance  of  the  Standing  Orders  of  either  House  of  Parliament,  by  Subscribers  to  Works 
or  Undertakings  to  be  effected  under  the  Authority  of  Parliament :"  And  whereas  it  is  ex- 
pedient that  the  said  Act  should  be  repealed  and  should  be  re-enacted »  with  such  modifi- 
cations, extensions  and  alterations  as  after  mentioned  :  BE  it  therefore  Enacted,  by  The 
Qubbn's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords 
Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled,  and  by 
the  authorKy  of  tne  same.  That  the  said  Act  shall  be  and  is  hereby  repealed:  Provided 
always.  That  all  acts  done  under  the  provisions  of  the  said  Act  shall  be  good,  valid  and 
effectual  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  and  that  all  sums  of  money  paid  under  the  provisions, 
of  the  said  Act  shall  be  dealt  with  in  all  respects  as  if  this  Act  had  not  been  passed. 

II.  And  be  it  Enacted,  That  in  all  cases  in  which  any  sum  of  money  is  required  by  any 
Standing  Order  of  either  House  of  Parliament,  either  now  in  force  or  hereafter  to  be  in 
force,  to  be  deposited  by  the  subscribers  to  any  work  or  undertaking  which  is  to  be  executed 
under  the  authority  of  an  Act  of  Parliament,  if  the  director  or  person  or  directors  or  persons 
having  the  management  of  the  affairs  of  such  work  or  undertaking,  not  exceeding  Five  in 
number,  shall  apply  to  one  of  the  Clerks  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  otthe  Parliaments  with  re- 
spect to  any  such  money  required  by  any  Standing  Order  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal 
in  Parliament  assembled,  or  to  one  of  the  Clerks  of  the  Private  Bill  Office  of  the  House  of 
Commons  with  respect  to  any  such  money  required  by  any  Standing-  Order  of  the 
Commons  in  Parliament  assembled,  to  be  deposited,  it  shall  be  lawful  Tor  the  Clerk  so 
applied  to,  by  warrant  or  order  under  his  hand,  to  direct  that  such  sum  of  money  shall  be 
paid  in  manner  hereinafter  mentioned ;  (that  is  to  say)  into  the  Bank  of  England  in  the 
name  and  with  the  privity  of  the  Accountant-general  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  in 
England,  if  the  work  or  undertaking  in  respect  of  which  the  sum  of  money  is  required  to 
be  deposited  is  intended  to  be  executed  in  that  part  of  the  United  Kingdom  called  England  ; 
or  into  any  of  the  Banks  in  Scotland  established  by  Act  of  Parliament  or  Royal  Charter 
in  the  name  and  with  the  privity  of  The  Queen's  Remembrancer  of  the  Court  of 
Exchequer  in  Scotland,  at  tne  option  of  the  person  or  persons  making  such  applica- 
tion as  aforesaid,  in  case  such  worlc  or  undertalcing  is  intended  to  be  executed  in  that 
part  of  the  United  Kingdom  called  Scotland ;  or  into  the  Bank  of  Ireland  in  the  name 
and  with  the  privity  of  Wie  Accountant-general  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  in  Ireland,  in  case 
such  work  or  undertaking  is  intended  to  be  made  or  executed  in  that  part  of  the  United 
Kingdom  called  Ireland ;  and  such  warrant  or  order  shall  be  a  sufficient  authority  for  the 
Accountant-general  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  in  England,  the  Queen's  Remembrancer  of 
the  Court  of  ^Exchequer  in  Scotland,  and  the  Accountant-general  of  the  Court  of  Chancery 
in  Ireland,  respectively,  to  permit  the  sum  of  money  directed  to  be  paid  by  such  warrant 
or  order  to  be  placed  to  an  account  opened  or  to  be  opened  in  his  name  in  the  bank 
mentioned  in  such  warrant  or  order.

That  in  case  any  such  director 
or  person,  directors  or  persons,  having  the  management  of  any  such  proposed  work  or 
nndertaking  as  aforesaid,  shall  have  previously  invested  in  the  Three  per  Centum  Con- 
solidated or  the  Three  per  Centum  Reduced  Bank  Annuities,  Exchequer  Bills,  or  other 
Government  Securities,  the  sum  or  sums  of  money  required  by  any  such  Standing  Order 
of  either  House  of  Parliament  as  aforesaid  to  be  deposited  by  the  ^bscribers  to  any  work

That,  in  the  case  of  such  Petition  complaining  of  some  present 
personal  grievance,  for  which  there  may  be  an  urgent  necessity  for 
providing  an  immediate  remedy,  the  matter  contained  in  such  Petition 
may  be  brought  into  discussion  on  the  presentation  thereof. 

That  all  other  such  Petitions,  after  they  shall  have  been  ordered  to 
lie  on  the  Table,  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Public  Petitions,  with- 
out any  Question  being  put ;  but  if  any  such  Petition  relate  to  any 
matter  or  subject,  with  respect  to  which  the  Member  presenting  it 
has  given  Notice  of  a  Motion,  and  the  said  Petition  has  not  been  ordered 
to  be  printed  by  the  Committee,  such  Member  may,  after  Notice  given, 
move  that  such  Petition  be  printed  with  the  Votes. 

That,  subject  to  the  above  regulations.  Petitions  against  any  Resolu- 
tion or  Bill  imposing  a  Tax  or  Duty  for  the  current  service  of  the  year, 
be  henceforth  received,  and  the  usage  under  which  The  House  has 
refused  to  entertain  such  Petitions  be  discontinued.

That  the  said  Orders  be  sent  to  the  Postmaster-General  at  the  com.- 
mencement  of  each  Session. 

That,  when  any  liCtter  or  Packet  directed  to  this  House  shall  come 
to  Mr.  Speaker,  he  do  open  the  same ;  and  acquaint  the  House,  at  their 
next  sitting,  with  the  contents  thereof,  if  proper  to  be  communicated  to 
this  House. 
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Public  Business. 

[25  June  1852,  amended  5  August  1853,  19  July  1854,  and  2  August  i860.] 

THAT,  unless  The  House  shall  otherwise  direct,  all  Orders  of  the  Day 
set  down  in  the  Order  Book  for  Mondays,  Wednesdays  and  Thursdays, 
shall  be  disposed  of  before  The  House  will  proceed  upon  any  Motions  of 
which  Notices  shall  have  been  given.

With  the  exception  of  the  bills  for  printing,  for  newspaper  adver- 
tisements, and  for  professional  agency,  none  of  the  numerous  bills  sent  in  to  the 
agent  of  Thomas  William  Goff,  esquire,  consisting  chiefly  of  charges  for  car-hire, 
hire  of  houses,  and  supplying  meat  and  drink,  generally  included  in  the  same 
bill,  were  lodged  with  the  auditor.  These  were  retained  in  possession  of  the 
agent  till  the  sitting  of  the  Committee,  when  such  of  them  as  had  been  bix)ught 
over  from  Ireland  by  him  were  produced  on  the  order  of  the  Committee,  receipts 
only  of  such  particular  items  in  these  bills  as  were  paid  having  been  lodged  with 
the  election  auditor.

**  Toxxn  Clerk"  shall  not  be  understood  to  mean  or  apply  to  the  Town  Clerks  of 
the  Cities  of  London  or  Westminster^  or  to  the  Town  Clerk  of  the  Borough  of 
Southwark,  but  throughout  this  Act  by  the  Words  "  Town  Clerk "  shall  be 
understood  in  regard  to  the  City  of  London  the  Secondaries  of  the  said  City,  and 
in  regard  to  the  City  of  Westminster  the  High  Bailiff  of  the  said  City,  and  in 
regard  to  the  Borough  of  SotUkwark  the  High  Bailiff  of  the  said  Borough. 

LVIL  And  be  it  enacted,  That  an  Account  of  all  Expenses  incurred  by  the 
Overseers  of  every  Parish  or  Township  in  carryin^j  into  effect  the  Provisions  of 
this  Act  shall  be  laid  before  the  Revising  Barrister  at  the  Court  at  which  the 
List  of  Voters  for  such  Parish  or  Township  shall  be  revised ;  and  the  said  Bar-

be  invalid  by  reason  of  such  or  any  Sum  not  having  been  paid  ;  and  no  Person 
whose  Name  shall  be  upon  any  Register  of  Voters  for  any  City  or  Borough  shall 
be  therefore  liable  to  the  Payment  ot  One  Shilling  annually,  or  of  any  other  Sura 
on  that  Account.

24, 
passed  in  the  Third  Year  of  the  Reign  of  His  Majesty  King  George  the  Tliird,  repealed, 
intituled  An  Act  to  prevent  fraudulent  and  occa$ional  Votes  in  Elections  of 
Knights  of  the  Shire,  and  of  Members  for  Cities  and  Towns  which  are  Counties 
of  themselves,  so  far  as  relates  to  the  Might  of  Voting  by  virtue  of  an  Annuity 
or Bentcharge,  are  still  in  force:  And  whereas  the  Provisions  of  the  said  Act 
have  become  unnecessary;  be  it  therefore  enacted.  That  the  said  Act  shall  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

LXXin.  And  whereas,  by  the  said  first-recited  Act  it  is  enacted,  that "  every  Right  of  Voting  in 
Male  Person  of  full  Age,  and  not  subject  to  any  legal  Incapacity,  who  shall  Counties  by  Occu- 
occupy  as  Tenant  any  Lands  or  Tenements  for  which  he  shall  be  bond  fide  liable  SJ^^ka/^* 
to  a  yearly  Rent  of  not  less  than  Fifty  Pounds,  shall  be  entitled  to  Vote  in  the 
Election  of  a  Knight  or  Knights  of  the  Shire  to  serve  in  any  future  Parliament 
for  the  County,  or  for,  the  Riding,  Parts,  or  Division  of  the  County  in  which 
such  Lands  or  Tenements  shall  be  respectively  situate : "    And  whereas,  it  is 
also  thereby  enacted^  that  "  no  Person  shall  be  so  registered  in  any  Year  in 
respect  of  any  Lands  and  Tenements  held  by  him  as  such  Occupier  and  Tenant 
as  aforesaid,  unless  hie  shall  have  been  in  the  actual  Possession  thereof  for  Twelve 
Calendar  Months  next  previous  to  the  last  Day  of  July  m  such  Year;*'  be  it 
declared  and  enacted,  That  the  Lands  and  Tenements  in  respect  of  the  Occupa-  Successive  Occu- 
tion  of  which  at  a  yearly  Rent  of  not  less  than  fifty  Pounds  any  Person  shall  P*^^^^- 
be  so  entitled  to  be  registered  in   any  Year,  and  to  vote  in  the  Election  of  a 
Knight  or  Knights  of  the  Shire  as  aforesaid,  shall  not  be  required  to  be  the 
same  Lands  and  Tenements,  but  may  be  different  Lands  and  Tenements,  rented 
and  occupied  as  aforesaid  in  immediate  Succession  by  such  Person  during^  the 
Twelve  Calendar  Months  next  previous -to  the  last  Day  of  July  in  such  Year; 
and  that  where  any  such  Lands  and  Tenements  shall  be  jointly  rented  and  occu-  Joint  Occupiers

to  his  own  Use  for  Six  Calendar  Months  at  least  previous  to  the  last  Day  of  July 
in  such  Year:'"  And  whereas.  Doubts  have  arisen  as  to  the  true  Intent  and 
Meaning  of  the  said  first-mentioned  Enactment  in  certain  Cases  ;  be  it  therefore 
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declared  and  enacted.  That  no  Mort^gee  of  any  Lands  or  Tenem^its  ahall  have 
any  Vote  in  the  Election  of  a  Knight  or  Knights  of  the  Shire*  or  in  the  Election 
of  a  Member  or  Members  to  serve  in  any  future  Parliament  for  any  City  or 
Borough  in  which  Freeholders  now  have  a  Right  to  vote,  for  or  by^  reason  of  any 
Mortgage  Estate  therein,  unless  he  be  in  the  actual  Possession  or  Receipt  of  the 
Rents  and  Profits'  thereof,  but  that  the  Mortgagor  in  actual  Possession,  or  in 
Receipt  of  the  Bents  and  Profits  thereof,  shall  and  may  vote  for  the  same,  not- 
withstanding such  Mortgage  ;  and  that  no  Trustee  of  any  Lands  or  Tenements 
shall  in  any  Case  have  a  Right  to  vote  in  any  such  Election  for  or  by  reason  uf 
any  Trust  Estate  therein,  but  that  the  Cestuique  Trust  in  actual  Possession,  or 
in  the  Receipt  of  the  Rents  and  Profits  thereof,  though  he  may  receive  the  same 
through  the  Hands  of  the  Trustee,,  shall  and  may  vote  for  the  same,  notwith- 
standing  such  Trust.

to  vote  in  the  Election  of  a  Member  or  Members  to  serve  in  any  future  'Parlia* 
ment  for  such  City  or  Borough  j  and  it  is  also  provided,  that  no  such  Person 
shall  be  so  registered  in  any  Year  unless  he  shall  have  occupied  such  Premises 
as  aforesaid  for  Twelve  Calendar  Months  next  previous  to  the  last  Day  of  July

Distress  and  Sale  of  the  Goods  and  Chattels  of  the  said  Agent ;  and  in  case  no 
sufficient  Goods  or  Chattels  of  the  said  Agent  can  be  found  on  which  such  Levy 
can  be  made,  then  the  same  shall  be  levied  in  like  Manner  on  the  Goods  and 
Chattels  of  the  Candidate  by  whom  such  Agent  was  so  appointed  to  act ;  and  id 
case  the  said  Sum  shall  not  be  paid  or  levied  in  the  Manner  aforesaid,  then  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Person  to  whom  the  said  Sum  of  Money  was  so 
ordered  to  be  paid,  to  recover  the  same  from  the  said  Agent  or  Candidate,  with 
full  Costs  of  Suit,  in  an  Action  of  Debt  to  be  brought  in  any  One  of  Her  Majesty's 
Superior  Courts  of  Record  at  Westminster :  Provided  always,  that  if  the  Person 
so  falsely  charged  shall  have  declared  to  the  said  Justices  his  Consent  to  accept 
such  Sum  as  aforesaid  by  way  of  Damages  and  Costs,  and  if  the  whole  Amount 
of  the  Sum  so  ordered  to  be  paid  shall  have  been  paid  or  tendered  to  such  Person, 
in  every  such  Case,  but  not  otherwise,  the' said  Agent,  Candidate,  and  every  other 
Person  shall  be  released  from  all  Actions  or  other  Proceedings,  Civil  or  Criminal, 
for  or  in  respect  of  the  said  Charge  and  Apprehension.

City,  Town,  or  Borough  in  England^  to  have  paid  any  Poor's  Rates  or  Assessed  be  on  the  List  of 
Taxes,  except  such  as  shall  have  become  payable  from  him  previously  to  the  Voters  for  Mem- 
Fifth  Day  oi  January  in  the  same  year;  and  that  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  bers  of  Parliament.

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  restrict  the  Continuance  of  the  Polling  at  every 
contested  Election  of  a  Knight  or  Knights  to  serve  in  Parliament  for  any  County, 
or  for  any  Riding,  Parts,  or  Division  of  a  County,  to  One  Day :  Be  it  therefore 
enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and  with  ihe  Advice  and 
Consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present 
Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same, 

I.  That  so  much  of  the  Act  passed  in  the  Second  Year  of  the  Reign  of  His

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Law  relating  to  the  Appointment  of  Returning  Officers 

in  certain  Cases. 

[3l8t  July  1854.] 

WHEREAS  by  an  Act  passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  holden  in  the 
Sixteenth  and  Seventeenth  Years  of  the  Reign  of  Her  present  Majesty,  Chapter 
Sixty-eight,  it  is  amongst  other  things  enacted,  that  the  Writ  for  making  any 
Election  of  a  Member  to  sef've  in  Parliament  for  any  Borough,  Town  Corporate,  , 
Port,  or  Place  returning  Members  to  serve  in  Parliament  in  England  and  Wales 
shall  thereafter  be  directed  to  the  Returning  Officer  of  such  Borough,  Town 
Corporate,  Port,  or  place  respectively :  And  whereas  by  another  Act  passed  in 
the  Session  of  Parliament  holden  in  the  Sixth  and  Seventh  Years  of  His  late 
Majesty,  Chapter  One  hundred  and  one,  it  was  amongst  other  things  enacted, 
that  if  at  any  Time  during  which  any  Precept  ought  to  be  issued  or  other  Act 
done  by  or  with  regard  to  the  Returning  Officer  for  any  City,  Borough,  or  Town, 
the  Office  of  Returning  Officer  shall  happen  to  be  vacant,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
the  Sheriff  of  tlie  County  in  which  such  City,  Borough,  or  Town  is  situate,  by 
Writing  under  his  Hand  to  appoint  some  fit  Person  as  his  Deputy  to  perform 
the  Duties  of  Returning  Officer  during  such  Vacancy :  And  whereas  Difficulties 
and  Delay  may  arise  in  the  Appointment  of  such  sufficient  Deputy,  in  the  Case 
of  a  Vacancy  in  the  Office  of  Returning  Officer,  by  reason  oi  the  Writ  being 
directed  to  such  Returning  Officer,  and  there  being  no  Person  qualified  to  receive 
and  execute  the  same:  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty, 
by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and 
Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the  Authority  of  the 

same,  as  follows :

I.  Every  Writ  for  making  any  Election  of  a  Member  to  serve  in  Parliament  Sheriff  to  be  Re- 
for  any  Borough,  City,  or  Town  shall  be  directed  to  the  Returning  Officer  of  the  turning  Officer  in 
said  Borough  or  his  Deputy,  and  in  their  Absence  to  the  Sheriff  of  the  County  S^'qJS^  ^^Ttl 
in  which  tlie  said  City,  Borough,  or  Town  is  situate  ;  and  in  all  Cases  whatever,  tuminff  Officer  * 
whenever  there  shall  be,  either  from  temporaiy  Vacancy  or  from  some  other  ghali  be  vacant 
Cause,  no  Person  duly  qualified  in  any  Borough,  City,  or  Town  to  perform  the 
Duties  of  a  Returning  Officer  for  the  same,  the  Sheriff  of  the  County  in  which 
such  Borough,  City,  or  Town  is  situate  shall  be  charged  with  the  Execution  of 
the  said  Writ,  and  shall  execute  the  same  and  in  all  respects  perform  tke  Duties 
of  and  incidental  to  the  Office  of  Returning  Officer :  Provided  always,  that  it 
shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  said  Sheriff  to  receive  or  execute  the  Writ  except 
when  there  shall  be  no  Person  within  the  said  Borough,  City,  or  Town  legally 
qualified  and  competent  as  Returning  Officer  to  execute  the  same.

Cap.  XIV. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Law  for  the  R^istration  of  certain  Persons  commonly 
known  as  *^  Compound  Householders,"  and  to  facilitate  the  Exercise  by  such 
Persons  of  their  Right  to  vote  in  the  Election  of  Borough  Members  to  serve 
in  Parliament.  [3d  July  1861.] 

WHEREAS  by  an  Act  passed  in  the  Second  Year  of  the  Reign  of  His  late 
Majesty  King  William  the  Fourth,  intituled  An  Act  to  amend  the  Represefitation 
of  the  People  of  England  and  Wales,  it  is  enacted,  that  no  Person  shall  be 
registered  to  vote  for  Members  to  serve  in  Parliament  in  any  Year  in  respect  of 
the  Occupation  of  Premises  in  any  City  or  Borough  unless  such  Person  shall 
have  been  rated  in  respect  of  such  Premises  to  all  Rates  for  the  Relief  of  the 
Poor  in  the  Parish  or  Township  where  the  same  are  situated  niade  during  the 
Time  of  such  his  Occupation,  nor  unless  such  Person  shall  have  paid  on  or  before 
the  Twentieth  of  July  in  such  Year  all  the  Poor's  Rates  and  Assessed  Taxes 
which  shall  become  payable  from  him  in  respect  of  such  Premises  previously  to 
the  Sixth  Day  of  April  then  next  preceding :  And  whereas  the  said  Act  was 
amended,  in  so  far  as  relates  to  the  Period  when  such  Rates  and  Taxes  shall  be 
required  to  be  paid,  by  an  Act  passed  in  the  Session  held  in  the  Eleventh  and 
Twelfth  Years  of  Her  present  Majesty,  intituled  An  Act  to  regulate  the  Times  of 
Payment  of  Rates  ana  Taxes  hv  Parliamentary  Electors :  And  whereas  by  the 
said  firstly. recited  Act  it  is  further  enacted,  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  Person 
occupying  Premises  in  any  City  or  Borough  which  shall  return  a  Member  or 
Members  to  serve  in  any  future  Parliament  to  claim  to  be  rated  to  the  Relief  of 
the  Poor  in  respect  of  such  Premises,  whether  the  Landlord  shall  or  shall  not  be 
liable  to  be  rated  to  the  Relief  of  the  Poor  in  respect  thereof,  and  upon  such 
Occupier  so  claiming,  and  actually  paying  or  tendering  the  ftill  Amount  of  the 
Rate  or  Rates,  if  any,  then  due  in  respect  of  such  premises,  the  Overseers  of  the 
Parish  or  Township  in  which  such  Premises  are  situated  are  thereby  required  to 
put  the  Name  of  such  Occupier  upon  the  Rate  for  the  Time  being,  and  in  qase 
such  Overseer  shall  neglect  or  refuse  so  to  do,  such  Occupier  shall  nevertheless 
for  the  Purposes  of  the  said  Act  be  deemed  to  have  been  rated  to  the  Relief 
of  the  Poor  in  respect  of  such  Premises  from  the  Period  at  which  the  Rate  shall 
have  been  made  in  respect  of  which  he  shall   have  so  claimed  to  be  rated  as 
aforesaid :  And  whereas  it  is  often  inconvenient  or  impracticable  for  such  Persons 
to  make  continual  Claim  in  respect  of  each  Rate,  and  many  Persons  are  conse- 
quently deprived  of  the  Franchise :  Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Queen's  most 
Excellent  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual 
and  Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the 
Authority  of  the  same,  That  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  Act  no  Person  so 
claiming  to  be  rated,  and  paying  or  tendering  on  or  before  the  Twentieth  Day 
of  July  in  each  Year  the  full  Amount  of  the  Rate  or  Rates  (if  any)  due  in  re- 
spect of  such  Premises  on  the  Fifth  Day  o{  January  preceding,  shall  be  required 
to  make  any  further  Claim  in  regard  to  any  future  Rate  upon  the  Premises  in 
respect  whereof  his  right  to  vote  in  any  such  Election  as  aforesaid  shall  arise, 
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The  Liabilitj  of 
the  Claimant  to 
Rates  to  continue 
as  long  as  he  oc- 
cupies the  Pre- 
mises, and  remains 
on  the  Register.

II.  Provided  always,  and  be  it  enacted,  That  every  Person  so  claiming  as 
aforesaid  who  shall  be  registered  as  a  Voter  in  respect  of  the  Premises  to  wMch 
his  Claim  relates  shall,  in  respect  of  every  Rate  for  the  Relief  of  the  Poor  made 
and  published  after  such  Claim  as  aforesaid,  while  he  continues  to  occupy  the 
same  Premises,  and  to  be  a  registered  Voter  in  respect  thereof,  be  liable  to  the 
same  Extent  and  in  the  ^me  Manner  as  in  ^respect  of  the  Rate  pi^blisbed  next 
before  the  making  of  such  Claim. 

III.  Provided  always,  and  be  it  enacted,  That  in  Cases  where  by  any  Compo- 
sition with  the  Landlord  a  less  Sum  sbedl  be  payable  than  the  full  Amount  of 
Rate  which,  except  for  such  Composition,  would  be  due  in  respect  of  the  ^me 
Premises,  the  Occupier  claiming  to  be  rated  shall  not  be  bound  to  pay  or  tender 
more  than  the  Amount  then  payable  under  such  Composition. 
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
